SPECULATION IN NEW YORK 
SAID TO HAVE RUINED TYLER. 


Creditors of Dead Broker Are Endeavor- : 


ing to Find Channels Through Which 
His Losses Went. 

A New York stock exchange firm of long 
standing was mentioned in La Salle street 
yesterday in connection with the sutcide and 
losses of “ Teddy * Tyler, bond salesman for 
Russell, Brewster & Co., who hilied himself 
on Wedpeeday. . ‘ 

It was conservatively estimated among the 
brokers the amount of which Tyler swin- 


died his friends will exceed $200,000, in-. 


stead of half that sum, as estimated at first. 

There wes much speculation in. financial 
circles concerning the disposition of the 
money. It wae pointed out that Tyler's 
operations with his “sub rosa syndicate” 
myth extended back no morethan two years. 

It was agreed among those familiar with 
the broker's home life and habits, that his 


living expenses could not have amounted to: 


more than $10,000 a year during that time. 
Speculation was accepted as the only prob- 


abte s0lution to the problem, but just. where | 
the money was placed for that purpose’is | «, 


the quéstion that creditors are tackling now. 

It wae a generally expreseed opinion that 
mést of the money was lost in speculations 
carried on thréugh New York. Creditors 
who during the last several days had quietly 


‘gocepted their losses, are now trying to | 


ascertain the New York firm thet conducted 
Tyler’e transactions. The discovery, it is 
gaid, may be the means of recovering some, if 
not all, of the money. . 

One of the ‘most stringent rules of the New 
York stock exchange prohibits any member 
of the exchange from conducting trades for 
an employé of another member. ‘Evidences 
of such violations are heard before the direc- 
tors of the exchange and on conviction the 
penalty is expulsion and consequent loss of 
mem bership.

In this room the various parts of the shoe 
take different courses. The parts which go 
to make up the.top of the shoe are stitched 
together,,and the parts that go to make up 
the linings start through another, series of 
operations. The vamps and tips start at 
another place and are stitched together. Ma-

Much Work Done ‘ii eieiteadthy 


Numerous sewing machines are busily en- 
gaged in sewing on a multitude of small bits 
of lining, trimmings, and _ reinforcement. 
On the top of the shoe, between the lining 
and the outside leather, mn piece of heavy 
canvas. is inserted and‘sewed:in. in order 


to prevent the hooke and eyelets from pulling { 


out. Also a great. amount of fancy stitches 
are put on to add to the general attractive- 
ness of thé finished product. Stays are put 
on over the Various seams to keep them from 
ripping off, 

Machines equipped with two needles are 
employed in much of this work. The stay is 
put into the machine automatically. the shoe 
is cut off atitomatically. The ¢yelets, hooks,. 
and buttons dre put’on the shoe by automatic 
machinery. Buttons are sewe@ on by ma- 
chinery. - Buttonholes ard cut and worked by 
automatic machinery. 

The linings go through practically the same 
procesees that the outside part of the shoe 
undergoes, The lininge finished, they are 
assembled with the tops.and put together. 


-Other machines put the top facings on the 


lining, the facing being supplied from a roll 
which feede automatically. 


While the stitching machines are attending 
to the linings and outsides, a knife on the 
same machine trims off the edges of the lin- 
ings that project, with one operation. What 
is called a gang machine puts all the eyelets 
In one side of a shoé at one stroke.

Car with an Aeroplane Rudder. 

FoNowing aeroplane practice an Austrian 
inventor hes fitted an aeroplane rudder to 
his racing car. . 

Tn all the later racing automobiles design- 
ers have been learning from aeroplane makers 
the value of cutting down air resistance, this 
resistance at high speeds causing the great- 
est loss of horsepower of any one factor. 

On this account racing cars are being made 
“etream line” in form, fieh shaped in ap- 
pearance, long, nerrow, and with every ex- 
posed edge sharpened both in front and be- 
hind. Indeed, it has been found vastly more 
important to stream off the back edges than 
the front, for it is the kind of an air weke 


left. behind that determines the ease with 
which the car will go through the air.. The 
same with a boat. The designer tells how 
efficient his shape is by looking at the wake 
behind. If it ts all churned up he knows 
power is being used in churning it. Soin air, 
if there is a disturbance behind the car it 
eats up power. A square foot of flat surface 
uses up thirteen horse power at @ speed of 
100 miles an hour if not stream Mned. The 
same area shaped up will consume less than 
five horse power. 

After stream lining his car the designer of 
the English Talbot succeeded in lowering 
the world’s record for speed in an hour, going 
over the 100 mark, and this with a smal! 
motor.

The flowers should be kept'away from the 
enter of the pleture, and formal straight 
lined bede should be supplanted by group 
placting, the beds having irregular or curved 
borders inttead of geometrical tines. As a 
general rule, it & better to piant perennial 
flowers becaune they | up year and 
require much Jéss Attention than the annuals. 

Among the most satisfactory are golden 
glow, a bright yellow showy flower for sum- 
mer and fall; peony, with its familiar cab- 
bage alized roses in pink, red, and ‘white 
shades; dahlia with its stiff necked blossoms 
of every hue, and the various flags and lilies.

“The Norfolk sand, owing to its texture 
and free drainage, is a warm, early soll and 
one which, with heavy applicatione of ma- 
nure and abundent rainfall, will produce fair- 
ly good yields of truck and berries. It suffers 
seriously from drought, even during ordi- 
narily dry seasons, and is not suited to gen- 
eral farming purposes. 

“The Orangeburg fine sandy loam, locally 
known as the * big tevel,” is the best general 
farming land fn the area surveyed, and was 
so recognised by the early settlers of the 
county. It produces fairly good yields of cot- 
‘ton, oats, corn, suger cane, acai vege- 
tables, and fruits. 

“ As @ rule the solls of the area-are defi- 
clent in organic matter. Large quantities of 
pine needles céuld easily be obtained as lit- 
ter for the stables and barnyards, and these 
would not only act as an absorbent, but their 
decay would add considerably to the humus 
content of the soil. Leguminous crops, such 
as clover and cowpeas, if plowed under, 
would add nitrogen to the soll. Both the texz- 
ture and moisture conditions of these sandy 
soils could be easily improved to a certain 


extent oy the above methods.

The Bos- 
ton fern is perhaps one of the best. 

When the plants arrive they should be 
potted at once in roomy pots of rich, black 
earth,.fresh from, the woods. Lacking this 
well rotted cow manure mixed with garden 
soil will serve. The earth should be kept 
well moistened and the ferns should be 
watched carefully. Spring, of course, is the 
best time to start them, and if they have 
earth sufficiently rich and abundant moist- 
ure, they will soon grow to a handsome size.

Recipe for Brown Bread. 

I have not yet seen my favorite recipe for 
brow. bread in Tue Trisuns. This one 
makes the moist kind that is so popular and 
which would make a good seller. 

Sitt together thoroughly one cup of yeliow 
corn meal, one cup of rye meal, one cup of 
entire wheat flour, one teaspoon of salt, and 
two teaspoons of baking powder. into three- 
fourths of a cup of molasses sift three- 
fourths of a teaspoon of seda, beat ihorough- 
ly, and then beat in one cup of thick, sour 
cream or milk. Now add two-thirds ofe cup 
of sweet milk or water and stir all the dry in- 
gredients into the mixture and. mix thor- 
oughly with a good beating. Turn the batter 
into two well buttered baking powder cans, 
tie on the lids, lay them on their sides in a 
steamer, and let steam for three hours. When 
the time is about half gone turn them over on 
the other side. When Gone slip from the cans 
to a buttered pan and dry off in the oven for 
fifteen minutes. 

This brown bread is especially nite to serve 
with salads at luncheons,

The shirtwaist or blouse pattern 
used for last week's model can be adapted to 
| the waist, and a three piece or five gore pat- 
tern to the skirt. ? 

Open the blouse in the front—many of the 
season’s models show this convenient 
ing—cut the back plain and tuck in the full- 
ness at the belt line rather than gather it. 
The right front should be cut wider than the 
pattern, enough to lap three inches over on 
the left side. If a plain front is unbecoming 
to figure, add an inch wide tuck at arm- 
hole, turning out and reaching to the bust 
line. This gives an extra fullness, 

Cut the blouse with the high neck, like pat- 
tefn, until the blouse is fitted and seams On- 
ished, then turn the fronts into a shallow V 
not more than two inches deep, aa the gown 

be worn for the street. .The point of 
+ V must be accurately measured to come 
tly in the middle of. the front, otherwise 
blouse looks crooked. 
he top of the overlapping right front, left 
1r the neck opening is cut,/should then be 
ied back in a sloping lHne to about three 
inches below the point of collar joining. 
From there the line is cut straight to the belt 
ine. 

Hem back the left front/an inch as for an 
ordinary opening and face the overlapping 
right front with a two inch strip of the mate- 
rial, To make this lie flat at the angle of the 
sloping and straight edge the strip must be 
mitered or laid into a plait after it is turned 
on wrong side, Be careful in basting on the 
facing not to draw it when turning this point 
or the effect will be puckery. 


A Favorile Collar Shape. 


The blouse fastens with a hook and eye 
at the point of collar opening, the hook sewed 
to the right front close enough to hold the 
collar firm but not to show.. Another hook is 
sewed to the middle of the finished belt line, 
after the skirt is joined, and the eye in cor- 
responding position on the left. Five but- 
tonholes are worked three-quarters of an inch 
apart and a half inch from edge of the over- 
lapping right front starting beneath the 
siated edge. Cut the buttonholes and then 
slip on blouse and mark exact place on ieft 
front for the buttons. 

The neck of the dress, which is cut just 
around the base of the throatin the back and 
Vin front, should have one of the new shaped 
turned back collars. A favorite shape has the 
front lines cut almost at right angles front 
and back with the blouse in such a way that 
the points come the center of each arm 
at the shoulder seam. Rather less shirt- 
vaisty is a shallow sailor shaped collar, 
squared front and back. and about half the

Aceording to the pattern 
chosen the skirt is joined to the belt of waist 
with gathers, lengthwise tucks, or. more 
often is close fitting and just ed cn to the 
belt. While skirts fit smooth! ‘over the hips,

Answers to Sewing Quer 


&. B.: If you study braiding patterns you 
will find them to be either round or angular 
in general character; spreading or compact; 
simple or complicated. Designs may be 
straight running, crossed, or interwoven. 
They are rarely other than conventional, but 
frequently are true to some historic Mnes 
from which real ornament is drawn. To re- 
tain the spirit of the design is the essence 
of correct and appreciative decoretion with 
cord of braid. .
